WASHINGTON (AP) - Con­ 
sumers will soon be getting a 
break of more than $2 billion a 
year in the marketplace on 
items ranging from liquor to 
small appliances, according to 
President Ford and supporters 
of a law that repeals state “fair 
trade” statutes. 
Ford signed a bill closing the 
fair trade loopholes of the anti­ 
trust laws at a White House 
ceremony Friday, Within 90 
days, laws in 21 states that still 
allow 
manufacturers 
to 
set 
minimum fair trade prices for 
brand-name products will be 
voided. 
Fair trade prices currently 
affect a wide variety of items 
and 
recent 
goverment 
esti­ 
mates said about 7 per cent of 
all retail stores were covered 
by fair trade. The list of fair 
traded items includes cameras, 
watches, liquor, books, sporting 
goods, small appliances, auto 
supplies, clothing and shoes, 
among other things. 
At 
the signing ceremony, 
Ford said the repeal law will 
“give the consumer a better 
break in the marketplace” and 
thus 
help 
“restore 
com­ 
petition.” Ford had supported 
the repeal bill as part of his 
campaign 
toLESSEN 
“ in­ 
efficient” 
government 
regu­ 
lation. 
Congressional supporters of 
the measure estimated that re­ 
moving the minimum price 
laws, an outgrowth of the Great 
Depression, could result in an­ 
nual consumer savings of be­ 
tween $2.1 billion and $3 billion. 


In 1937, Congress passed a 
law exempting from antitrust 
statutes those state laws that 
allow 
a 
manufacturer 
and 
retailers to set a minimum 
price for merchandise. The bill 
was adopted to protect small, 
family-owned “mom and pop” 
stores 
from 
large discount 
houses which might undercut 
prices and drive small estab­ 
lishments out of business. 
Fifteen years later, Congress 
went a step further and allowed 
states to draft laws that author­ 
ize a manufacturer and at least 
one retailer in a state to fix a 
minimum price for merchan­ 
dise throughout the state. 
As a result, a shampoo mak­ 
er could enter into an agree­ 
ment with one drug store in 
Memphis, for example, to sell a 
seven-ounce tube at no lower 
than $1. It then would be a vio­ 
lation for any store anywhere 
in Tennessee to sell that sham­ 
poo for less than $1. 


In a real-life example, cited 
by legislators during congres­ 
sional debate of the repeal 
measure, a bottle of aspirin, 
which in the District of Colum­ 
bia sells for 89 cents, is avail­ 
able for a minimum $1.30 in 
Maryland, where a fair trade 
statute exists. 
The District, where many 
members of Congress shop, 
never adopted a fair trade law. 
So far this year, 15 states 
have repealed fair trade meas­ 
ures. A total of 46 states, at one 
time or aother had enacted 
such laws.

THE “UNDERPAID” 
GOVERNMENT WORKER 
The Senate Appropriations Committee in Washington 
is undertaking a study of “federal compensation.” 
Reason: complaints by some government workers, and 
in particular their unions that federal workers are 
“underpaid.” 
Perhaps some of the government workers in high- 
inflation, high- living- cost Washington, D.C. may feel 
that their budgets are tight. But to the average grass­ 
roots American worker, and especially the small in­ 
dependent businessman, the plight of the poor, underpaid 
government worker is not apt to gain much sympathy. 
Not when we hear of congressional secretaries on 
Capitol Hill making $25,000 to $30,000 a year. Nor when 
we hear that straight- out- of- school youth are being 
hired by government agencies at what is called GS-10, 
GS-11 and GS-12 salary rates; which, translated into 
dollars means $14,000, $15,000, and $18,000 per year. Not 
when we consider that the listed salary scales -- which, 
today, go as high as $37,800 a year — do not account for 
all the “fringe” benefits. For example, the GS-16, GS-17 
and GS-18, with salary tagged at $37,800, also gets an 
additional 
annual 
taxpayer 
contribution 
to 
his 
retirement; $2,835. The taxpayer also contributes to the 
worker’s life insurance; $234.00. Then there is the tax­ 
payer’s contribution to his Blue Cross- Blue Shield family 
health insurance; $491.00. Nor does it account for the fact 
that after three years of government labor, the worker is 
given 20 days vacation — called “annual leave.” That’s 
four solid work weeks of vacation, with pay. Nor does it 
account for another thirteen workdays which may be 
taken for sick leave — again, with pay. Nor does it in­ 
clude nine recognized Federal holidays off, with pay. And 
we could go on and on with many other benefits, such as, 
for example, the option to join a government “credit 
union” whereby money can be borrowed at extremely 
low interest rates. 
Let’s hope that while the Senate Appropriations 
Committee is considering the heart-rending pleas of the 
poor, underpaid government workers in Washington, the 
good Senators will keep in mind the hard working, in­ 
dependent laborers back home who are paying for it all.

EUTHANASIA CASE 
MAJOR PRECEDENT 
Everyone wants what is best 
for Karen Anne Quinlan, the 21- 
year-old woman who has been 
lying in a coma in a New Jersey 
hospital for six months as the 
result of an apparently self­ 
administered mixture of alcohol 
and drugs. 
The court suit brought by her 
father, asking that he be per­ 
mitted to turn off the respirator 
that is keeping her alive in a 
vegetative state, has attracted 
international 
attention 
and 
brought into highly emotional 
focus the question of how far 
modern medical science should 
be required to go to prolong life 
and, indeed, just what we mean 
by “life” and when it can be said 
to be ended. 
Because K aren’s doctors as 
well as other expert medical 
witnesses called in the suit have 
testified that there is virtually 
no hope that she will ever regain 
consciousness, let alone full 
health, and that her brain has 
probably 
been 
irrep arab ly 
damaged, many people believe 
that the only humane thing is to 
unplug the devices and, as her 
mother asks, let her die in 
dignity. 
But everyone also wants what 
is best for society, and in this 
respect many fear that if the 
family’s request is granted in 
this case, it will establish a 
precedent that will open the way 
to euthanasia—the putting to 
death of the incurably ill or 
injured—and from there, to such 
horrors as the legal murder of 
the senile, the insane or anyone 
else adjudged tc be unfit to live. 
Others counter that there is a 
vast 
gulf 
between 
positive 
eu th an asia—the 
d eliberate 
killing of a person who would 
otherwise go on living, if only in 
a purely biological sense—and 
the withdrawal of extraordinary 
treatment 
keeping 
someone 
alive who would die if nature 
were allowed to take its course. 
As testimony in this case has 
brought out, and as every doctor 
and nurse knows, this passive 
kind of euthanasia is far from 
rare, though seldom admitted. 
It is further argued that if the 
decision not to use, or to cease 
using, a rtificial m eans 
to 
prolong 
life 
uselessly, 
hopelessly and indefinitely is to 
“ play God,” so is the opposite 
decision. And while no expense 
should be spared as long as 
there is hope, to go beyond 
reasonable hope is cruel not only 
to the patient but emotionally 
and often financially cruel to the 
patient’s loves one. 
The 
doctors 
have 
a 
saying—far 
from universally 
accepted 
among 
them—that 
“ thou shalt not kill, but needst 
not officiously strive to keep 
alive.” 
The lawyers have a saying 
that “hard cases make hard 
law.” 
Whatever the decision in the 
case of Karen Anne Quinlan, 
there are going to be others of a 
similar 
nature 
as 
medical 
science improves its ability to 
prolong life, and in each of them, 
the decision will be agonizing 
and dissatisfying.

Who is doing what and how 
much about the oil shortage in 
the United States? An indication 
of the answer is to be found in a 
story of what is believed to be 
the largest ship ever to call in 
the Gulf of Mexico. 
The ship was the 212,000-ton 
Mobil Progress, carrying 1.5 
million barrels of Nigerian oil 
for delivery to one of a major 
U.S. oil company’s refineries 
located in Beaumont, Texas. 
The Progress was a super­ 
tanker, or Very Large Crude 
Carrier (VLCC), over 1,000 feet 
in length a nd too big to enter any 
port in the continental United 
States. Seventy-five miles off 
the Texas coast, the Progress 
rendezvoused with another 
smaller tanker, the 54,000-ton 
Mobil Endurance. Maneuvering 
at slow speeds, the two ships 
w ere 
gradually 
brought 
alongside 
each 
other 
and 
moored together. The Progress 
dropped 
her 
anchor 
and 
unloading began. Over a period 
of two weeks, the job of tran­ 
sferring the 1.5 million barrels 
of oil 75 miles to shore was 
completed.

Endurance 
made five trips and a sm aller 
26,000-ton tanker, which proved 
to be inadequate for the job, 
made one.

things. One of them was the 
ingenuity which is being brought 
to bear on mitigating the U.S. 
petroleum shortage. The other, 
as pointed out by Captain Hugh 
J. Spicer, who coordinated the 
operation, was to show “ ...how 
badly we need deepwater ter­ 
minals in the U.S. Large, ef­ 
ficient tankers like the Mobil 
P rogress 
could 
call 
here 
routinely, and would be able to 
discharge their cargo and begin 
another voyage within 24 to 36 
hours.” The large tankers have 
many 
crucial 
advantages, 
assuming that they can unload 
cargo at offshore deepwater 
terminals as they do in some 35 
countries 
around the world. 
Transferring 
their cargo 
at 
offshore 
term inals, 
they 
drastically cut the number of 
tankers 
entering 
crowded 
harbors and reduce the risk of 
accident and oil spills. They 
lower the cost of transporting oil 
by some 30 percent. 
Offshore terminals can be 
“ ...as simple as a buoy or a 
pumping platform, located off 
the coast, and connected to 
shore 
by 
an 
underw ater 
pipeline.” Why aren’t there any 
such term inals in U.S. waters, 
since plans for them have long 
existed?

“Federal authority is needed to

Congress cannot decide which

It is reported that 
six different committees are

The lawyer is not saying that 
he thinks Miss Little was un­ 
justly freed; he maintains that 
he believes in her innocence. 
What he is saying is that the 
trial’s outcome had less to do 
with her innocence than with the 
fact 
that 
the m oney was 
available for the kind of defense 
that would win her acquittal- 
money to hire topnotch counsel 
and 
investigators, 
to 
exhaustively 
prepare 
the 
defendant for her testimony, to 
fly in expert 
witnesses, 
to 
permit an extensive process of 
jury selection. 
Was it, in truth, the money 
that 
made 
the crucial 
dif­ 
ference? In that case, was Joan 
Little’s acquittal “bought?” We 
would not go that far; we are 
inclined to agree with the view 
expressed by the trail judge, 
Superior Court Judge Hamilton 
Hobgood, that on the whole the 
acquittal can be credited to the 
working of the legal system. 
The questions raised by Mr. 
Paul 
are, 
nevertheless, 
a 
disturbing reminder that having 
enough money to mount a skilled 
and sustained defense often 
carries the day in court. Voltaire 
wrote, “It is said that God is 
always on the side of the 
heaviest battalions.” Similarly, 
justice is more often that not on 
the side of the litigant with the 
heaviest purse. This is one of the 


fundamental areas of our 
system of justice where con­ 
scientious study, debate and 
possible reform are called for.

saved over the years by the

of one

“miracle” drugs developed by 
U.S. 
pharm aceutical 
com ­ 
panies. As the barrage of ad­ 
verse publicity sweeps across 
the country, it is accompanied 
by 
proposals 
for 
more 
restrictive 
laws 
and 
more 
policing of an American in­ 
dustry. It will be up to the public 
and to individuals and families 
throughout the land, who have 
learned at firsthand the im­ 
portance of certain 
healing 
drugs in time of need, to pass 
judgment on the record of the 
drug industry. 
One point of criticism has 
been 
the 
promotion 
and 
marketing of prescription drugs 
through so-called "detail men” 
who 
call 
on 
physicians 
to 
familiarize them with the use of 
company products. Concerning 
this, the head of the Phar­ 
m aceutical 
Manufacturers 
Association, 
Mr. 
C. 
Joseph 
Stetler, points out that these 
representatives 
of 
major 
prescription drug firms perform 
a vital service in the nation’s 
open com petitive drug in­ 
formation system. He notes, 
“The strength of the medical 
communications system rests 
on its competitive pluralism. 
The detail man is an integral 
part of that pluralism, since he 
contributes company expertise-- 
that exists nowhere else-to the 


medical 
information 
mix. 
Without his services, the flow of 
information, the dialogue with 
health personnel, 
would be 
inhibited, thereby damaging the 
now effective partnership of 
industry, 
governm ent, 
medicine, 
pharmacy 
and 
academia 
in 
advancing 
knowledge ot drug therapy.” He 
observed that while “workable 
alternatives to proper company 
advocacy of its products have 
yet to be proposed,” the phar- 
maceutial industry was willing

Ford’s Campaign 
Offends Democrats 
with LES WHITTEN 
WASHI NGTON — President 
Ford has always had a cordial, 
locker-room relationship with 
Democratic leaders on Capitol 
Hill. They have been able to 
trade 
political 
punches 
yet 
remain on good terms. 


But 
as the weather 
has 
turned 
colder, 
the 
political 
climate has heated up. Some 
Democratic leaders are losing 
their friendly feelings toward 
the President. 
He has hit them with more 
than 30 vetoes. He has cam ­ 
paigned against them up and 
down the land, accusing them of 
fiscal irresponsibility. He has 
raised a howl about the “can’t 
do” Congress. 
Now he has written a private 
letter to big-money men asking 
for 
contributions 
to 
unseat 
Democratic Congressmen next 
year. A copy of the letter has 
fallen into Democratic hands, 
and it is raising Democratic 
hackles. 
“Since becoming President,” 
declares Ford, “ I have tried to 
achieve many things.” He then 
offers an heroic account of his 
efforts 
to 
hold 
the 
nation 
together. 


“As you know,” he continues, 
“ many of these efforts and other 
positive steps have been th­ 
warted by a Congress heavily 
controlled by the Democrats. In 
some instances, the Congress 
has turned a deaf ear; in others 
it has written its own ex­ 
travagant legislation... 
“What America needs is a 
Republican Congress working 
for Republican goals. Unless 
more Republicans are elected in 
1976. 
inflation and excessive 
deficit spending will continue.” 
White 
House 
sources 
described the letter as a routine 
fund-raising pitch. But many 
Democrats 
on 
Capitol 
Hill 
believe the President is carrying 
partisan politics too far. This 
could lead to some jarring 
confrontations 
between 
the 
President and Congress next 


year. 
MILITARY 
LAXITY: 
The 
new volunteer armed forces 
could be easily penetrated by 
spies, subversives, ex-criminals 
or anyone else who might be 
interested in a 
fraudulent 
enlistment. 


This is the view of security 
experts who have told us the 
recruiting 
procedures 
are 
sloppy and security checks are 
inadequate. 
For example, 25 
per 
cent 
of 
the 
enlistees’ 
fingerprints are rejected as 
unclassifiable when they reach 
the FBI for filing. 
The 
lax 
security 
is 
best 
illustrated by the astounding 
case of Thomas R. Faem strom , 
28, who re-enlisted at least 10 
times and collected more than 
$30,000 in bonuses before the 
FBI chased him down. 
The fast-talking Faernstrom 
would breeze into a town, set up 
headquarters in a hotel and offer 
jobs 
to recently 
discharged 
military men. When they came ir 
for their job interviews, he 
would ask for copies of their 
separation 
papers, 
social 
security numbers and other 
vital documents. 


Then Faernstrom would skip 
town and use the stolen papers 
to enlist under the unsuspecting 
veterans’ name. 
He would 
collect around $2,500 in re­ 
enlistment bonuses. Sometimes, 
he would also persuade the 
recruiters to give him advance 
travel expenses and pay. Then 
he would disappear to work the 
racket somewhere else. 
His re-enlistment trail reads 
like a 
transcontinental airline 
schedule: 
Colorado 
Springs, 
Jacksonville, 
Los Angeles, 
Memphis, 
Norfolk, 
Oakland, 
Oklahoma 
City, 
Phoenix, 
Raleigh and Richmond. 
During his travels, he used an 
estimated 100 names and pulled 
off frauds on the Army, Navy, 
Marine Corps and Coast Guard. 
HE also used the stolen iden­ 
tification documents to pass bad 
checks. 
He was finally picked up by 
Ohio state police in a stolen car. 
A check with the FBI brought 
the end of hjp incredible career. 


At the Pentagon, a spokesman 
frankly conceded that holes still 
exist in enlistment security. But 
he insisted it would be too ex­ 
pensive to run all fingerprints 
through the FBI. Other military 
sources say the cost would be 
acceptable.

Pentagon is considering a delay 
in re-enlistment bonuses until 
the veterans are firmly back in 
the service.

Senate Republican leader Hugh

We have concluded 
after an investigation that he 
hasn’t knowingly taken cor­ 
porate campaign contributions. 
Nor has he intervened im ­ 
properly with any federal judge. 
He has collected his share of 
corporate law fees paid to his 
firm. But we have established 
that he has a binding agreement 
with his firm not to share in any 
fees that involve federal m at­ 
ters.

Despite

lessons of 
Watergate, Congress is about to 
give White Hose employees the 
legal right to campaign for the 
President on the taxpayers’ 
time. A special exemption has 
been slipped into the reform bill,

Billions stolen regularly

almost $300 billion (correct,

being disbursed an­ 
nually on what the government 
describes as “social welfare 
expenditures

programs,” the Department of 
Health, Education and Welfare 
finally has gotten around to 
creating

Office

Investigations. 
This 
will 
be 
what 
HEW 
Secretary F. David Mathews 
imaginatively 
calls 
a 
“new 
criminal 
investigation 
unit.” 
Point is, why is it new? Why has 
it taken at least five years - 
during which, as this column has 
consistently reported, at least a 
billion dollars a year has been 
stolen from 
welfare - 
to 
organize 
a 
crack 
inspection 
headquarters? 
Why hasn’t HEW, with an 
annual $120 billion budget of its 
own, set the national pace for 
vitally needed probbing? 
Why 
hasn’t 
the 
Congress 
opened hearings on such vast 
welfare, medicaid, medicare, 
Social Security, Supplemental 
Security Income (SSI) frauds? 
Perhaps the public hasn’t 
prodded its alleged represen­ 
tatives because the welfare and

Well trained, per­ 
manent staff are essential to 
handle the complex problems of

massive overpayments recently 
reported by the press. ” 
The SSI program alone has a 
yearly budget of some $6 billion 
of which the federal government 
supplies $4.3 billion. 
Actually the entire public 
annual “social” outlay in the 
1974-75 fiscal year was $287 
billion. 
Further the entire American 
social welfare expenditure in­ 
cluding contributions from 
private charities 
and

dations, was $389 billion during 
fiscal 1974-75. This is 27 per cent 
of the gross national product. I 
report this especially to the 
generation in its 20> which 
needles its parents with charges 
that their elders have forgotten 
the poor and the hungry.

But back to the corral - there 
has been an increase of almost 
20 per cent in federal and local 
outlays in welfare and other

social programs. Actually the 
total hike this past fiscal year 
was $47 billion. This is the 
largest peacetime increase in 
history. This is the largest jump 
of such cash expenditures in the 
welfare and social assistance 
system in history. 
It would take lots more energy 
on the part of the HEW and 
Social 
Security 
information 
people here -- and a full division 
of computers -- to break down 
the number of billions of dollars 
spent in each specific federal, 
state and 
local jurisdiction. 
Much of the latter two sectors 
depend on federal dollars. 
Yet to handle this awesome 
network of cash windows, 
millions of check disbursements 
and hundreds of thousands of 
units such as medicaid mills,

How can they probe such

exposure Of 107 Illinois doctors 
who got at least $100,000 each in

payments 
during 1974? They treated the 
poor. One of these physicians 
ran an abortion mill. His take 
was $792,266. In one year, mark 
you. There are thousands of 
such cases across the land. 
Or just look at the child care 
centers. I checked some of them 
in New York. I talked with 
dedicated young 
men and 
women. They have given up 
careers 
and 
have 
rejected 
money from wealthy parents to 
work in poverty areas. They get 
caught up in violence on their 
way to work. They push through 
pushers and race from muggers. 
So their word should be 
credible. Some of them have told 
me that only about “5 to 10 per 
cent” of the mothers using their 
child care centers are em­ 
ployed. The others just dump 
their children in the morning 
and return to gather them up 
about five or six o’clock. 
During one conversation I 
asked if this doesn’t actually 
make parents of the social 
workers.They said yes and 
shrugged their shoulders. 
Pity of it is that so many 
billions of dollars are ripped off 
and that monies truly needed by 
families 
with 
dependent 
children, working parents and 
the aged, the blind and the in­ 
firm just aren’t available. 
Why, therefore, can’t there be 
created the type of coordinated 
task force operation used by the 
Justice Department these days? 
Why aren’t there hundreds of 
probers assigned to this new 
HEW Office of Investigations? 
The money saved would far and 
away exceed the cost of new 
squads of inspectors. And ad­ 
ditional hundreds of millions of 
dollars would be available for 
the actual needy from whom it is 
stolen. 
Or doesn’t sqyone really 
care?

In Charleston 
Residents endorse 
flood control plan 


Chaffee mayor 
threatened 


Brief reiterates university stand on homosexuals 


CHARLESTON-A $1,411,500 
flood control project which 
would reduce by 81 per cent 
annual flood damage in the Big 
Lake Basin north of Charleston 
was unanimously endorsed 
Thursday 
night by 
area 
residents attending a public 
meeting on the plan. 
Twelve 
persons spoke in 
support of the Memphis District 
Corps of Engineers proposal. No 
opposition was expressed by any 
of the approximately 60 persons 
who attended. 
The plans call for construction 
of a 150-cubic foot per second 
pumping 
station near an 
existing gravity outlet known as 
Drinkwater Sewer and an 855- 
foot long inlet ditch connecting 
Big Lake Ditch with the pum­ 
ping station. A stilling basin on 
the river side of the levee would 
help reduce velocities of the 
pumped flood waters and 
prevent erosion of the outlet 
ditch on the levee’s river side. 
The corps studied a total of 
17,000 acres, 88 per cent of which 
consists of cleared agricultural 
land, 10 per cent timber and the 
remainder water, including the 
Upper Big Lake Fish and 
Wildlife Conservation area. 
The total area subject to 
flooding is 7,200 acres, 5,300 of 
which is agricultural land. It is 
estimated that over a long 
period of time the average 
annual flood damage would be 
reduced 
from $613,200 to 
$120,900. 
Most of those speaking in 
support of the project cited a 
need to remove floodwater from 
agricultural land, which was 
described as some of the best in 
the world.

price for merchandise The bill 
was adopted to protect small, 
family-owned “ mom ami pop" 
stores 
from 
large 
discount 
houses which might undercut 
prices and drive small estab­ 
lishments out of business 
Fifteen years later, Congress 
went a step further and allowed 
states to draft laws that author­ 
ize a m anufacturer and at least 
one retailer in a state to fix a 
minimum price for merchan­ 
dise throughout the state 
As a result, a shampoo mak 
er could enter into an agree­ 
ment with one drug store in 
Memphis, for example, to sell a 
seven-ounce tube at no lower 
than $1. It then would be a vio­ 
lation for any store anywhere 
in Tennessee to sell that sham ­ 
poo for less than $1. 


In a real-life example, cited 
by legislators during congres­ 
sional debate of the repeal 
measure, a bottle of aspirin, 
which in the District of Colum­ 
bia sells for 89 cents, is avail­ 
able for a minimum $1.30 in 
Maryland, where a fair trade 
statute exists 
The District, where many 
members of Congress shop, 
never adopted a fair trade law 
So far this year, 15 states 
have repealed fair trade m eas­ 
ures A total of 46 states at one 
time or aother had enacted 
such laws

T H E "UNDERPAID” 
GOVERNMENT WORKER 
The Senate Appropriations Committee in Washington 
is undertaking a study of “federal compensation.” 
Reason: complaints by some government workers, and 
in particular their unions that federal workers are 
“underpaid.” 
Perhaps some of the government workers in high- 
inflation, high- living- cost Washington, D.C. may feel 
that their budgets are tight. But to the average grass­ 
roots American worker, and especially the small in­ 
dependent businessman, the plight of the poor, underpaid 
government worker is not apt to gain much sympathy. 
Not when we hear of congressional secretaries on 
Capitol Hill making $25,000 to $30,000 a year. Nor when 
we hear that straight- out- of- school youth are being 
hired by government agencies at what is called GS-10, 
GS-11 and GS-12 salary rates; which, translated into 
dollars means $14,000, $15,000, and $18,000 per year. Not 
when we consider that the listed salary scales -- which, 
today, go as high as $37,800 a year — do not account for 
all the “fringe” benefits. For example, the GS-16, GS-17 
and GS-18, with salary tagged at $37,800, also gets an 
additional 
annual 
taxpayer 
contribution 
to 
his 
retirement; $2,835. The taxpayer also contributes to the 
worker’s life insurance; $234.00. Then there is the tax­ 
payer’s contribution to his Blue Cross- Blue Shield family 
health insurance; $491.00. Nor does it account for the fact 
that after three years of government labor, the worker is 
given 20 days vacation — called “annual leave.” That's 
four solid work weeks of vacation, with pay. Nor does it 
account for another thirteen workdays which may be 
taken for sick leave — again, with pay. Nor does it in­ 
clude nine recognized Federal holidays off,with pay. And 
we could go on and on with many other benefits, such as, 
for example, the option to join a government “credit 
union” whereby money can be borrowed at extremely 
low interest rates. 
Let’s hope that while the Senate Appropriations 
Committee is considering the heart-rending pleas of the 
poor, underpaid government workers in Washington, the 
good Senators will keep in mind the hard working, in­ 
dependent laborers back home who are paying for it all.

MAJOR PRECEDENT 
Everyone wants what is best 
for Karen Anne Quinlan, the 21- 
year-old woman who has been 
lying in a coma in a New Jersey 
hospital for six months as the 
result of an apparently self­ 
administered mixture of alcohol 
and drugs 
The court suit brought by her 
father, asking that he be per­ 
mitted to turn off the respirator 
that is keeping her alive in a 
vegetative state, has attracted 
international 
attention 
and 
brought into highly emotional 
focus the question of how far 
modern medical science should 
be required to go to prolong life 
and, indeed, just what we mean 
by “life" and when it can be said 
to be ended 
Because Karen’s doctors as 
well as other expert medical 
witnesses called in the suit have 
testified that there is virtually 
no hope that she will ever regain 
consciousness, 
let alone full 
health, and that her brain has 
probably 
been 
irrep arab ly 
damaged, many people believe 
that the only humane thing is to 
unplug the devices and, as her 
mother asks, let her die in 
dignity. 
But everyone also wants what 
is best for society, and in this 
respect many fear that if the 
family’s request is granted in 
this case, it will establish a 
precedent that will open the way 
to euthanasia—the putting to 
death of the incurably ill or 
injured—and from there, to such 
horrors as the legal murder of 
the senile, the insane or anyone 
else adjudged tc be unfit to live.

project which 
would reduce by 81 per cent 
annual flood damage in the Big 
Lake Basin north of Charleston 
was unanimously endorsed 
Thursday 
night 
by 
area 
residents attending a public 
meeting on the plan. 
Twelve 
persons 
spoke 
in 
support of the Memphis District 
Corps of Engineers proposal. No 
opposition was expressed by any 
of the approximately 60 persons 
who attended. 
The plans call for construction 
of a 150-cubic foot per second 
pumping 
station 
near 
an 
existing gravity outlet known as 
Drinkwater Sewer and an 855- 
foot long inlet ditch connecting 
Big Lake Ditch with the pum­ 
ping station. A stilling basin on 
the river side of the levee would 
help reduce velocities of the 
pumped 
flood waters and 
prevent erosion of the outlet 
ditch on the levee’s river side. 
The corps studied a total of 
17,000 acres, 88 per cent of which 
consists of cleared agricultural 
land, 10 per cent timber and the 
remainder water, including the 
Upper 
Big 
Lake Fish and 
Wildlife Conservation area. 
The total area subject to 
flooding is 7,200 acres, 5,300 of 
which is agricultural land. It is 
estimated that over a long 
period of time the average 
annual flood damage would be 
reduced 
from 
$613,200 
to 
$120,900. 
Most of those speaking in 
support of the project cited a 
need to remove floodwater from 
agricultural land, which was 
described as some of the best in 
the world. Damage to roads and 
bridges also was cited as a 
problem 
which 
would 
be 
alleviated if the plan is im­ 
plemented. 
Gilbert Bryant, a farmer who 
is 
president of Big Lake 
Drainage District, said con­ 
struction of the pumping station 
is of vital necessity. He said it 
would alleviate flooding which, 
over the past three years, has 
resulted in damages in excess of 
$750,000 in lost crops 
David Brewer, who farms in 
the basin, said flooding has 
prevented planting of soybeans 
on some land since 1970 and 
forced late planting on other 
land. "This is some of the finest 
farmland in the world, but we 
can’t consistently pioduce crops 
because erf flooding,” Brewer 
said.

Adkisson, 
presiding 
judge of the Mississippi County 
Court, said flooding has been 
costly to Mississippi County 
because erf damage to roads and 
bridges.
